One official involved in 
formulating Argenirnc policy 
said thal discussion of sover- 
cignty “is absolutely central" to 
his couniry"s inleresis in the 
Falklands. but added: “I cannot 
say whether it would be 
discussed in the first or second 
round of negotiations.” 

Similar signals have come 
from Seior Dante Caputo, 1he 
Argentine Foreign Minister.

of dialogue, of peace and of 
goodwill.”

After four years, Alton 
Towers has become the third 
most popular destination for 
day-trîppers among attractions 
charging ertrance fees. beaten 
marginally by the Tower of 
London and Madame Tus- 
sand's. It had more than 1.6 
million visitors duriog the last 
season and expects this to rise 
to two million this year after 
spending £5m on six new 
“white knuckle" rides, includ- 


ing the total-darkness space 
ride. 

By June, a further five-year 
development programme is 
wxpected 10 be announced 
doubling the £40m invcsted so 
far.

Private law remedies under 
public law rights 


O'Rcly v Mackman (The Times 
November 26. 1982: [1983] 2 AC 
237. 285) said there might he 
exceptions to lhe general rule in 
parlicular cases where "ihe invali- 
dily of the decision arises as a 
collateral issue ip a claim for 
infringement of a right of 1he 
plainüff arising under private law”. 

The damages sought by the 
plaintiffs in their points of claim 
were for alleged infringements of 
private righis since contravenlions 
of EEC regulations which had direct 
effects created direct rights in 
privale law, thereby enabling 
protection of a private law righı in 
1he national court in the same way 
as an individual could in certain 
cases sue for breach of statutory 
duty: see Garden Cartage Foods Lid 
r Milk Marketing Beard (The 
Times.

Falling off, falling | 
down and 
getting off horses 


I is possible. but supremely unlikely, 
that anyone wilh even the slightest 
association with horses has survived 
ihe experience without suffering at 
least a minor accident. 

Some optimists tend to assume that, 
once you have learned the lesson that 
horses bite at one end and kick at the 
other. there is nothing further to worry 
about. No such luck, Î am afraid. 

The horse is a great leveller and 
anyone who is concerned about his 
dignity would be well advised to keep 
away from horses. Apart from many 
other embarrassments ihcre is. for 
instance, no more ridiculous sight than 
a horse performing its natural func- 
tions with someone in full dress 
uniform mounted on its back. A horse 
which stops dead just before a jump 
and thus propels iis rider into a 
graceful arc provides a splendid excuse 
for general merriment. It has happened 
1o me, but the horse rubbed the joke in 
by sailing over the jump and me as I 
lay partly in a ditch on the other side. 

There is a great and. [ feel, 
unappreciated difference between fal- 
ling off. falling down and getting off. 
Sometimes it lakes a moment Or Two 10 
recognize what has happened.

There arc several snags and pitfalls in 
trving to communicate with the public.

issues). At such times the air becomes 
hlue with the cross-fire of accusation 
and denial. blame and excuse. claim 
ùnd counler-claim. salvos of statistics. 
barrages of analyses. and economists 
sniping at cach other from entrenched 
positions. Causes are confused with 
symptoms. solutions are advanced for 
unidentified problems. and theories 
are treated like relics of the True Cross 
in the Middle Ages. On top of all this, 
1here seems lo be a positive relish in 
the prediction of doom and disaster. 

Harping on disaster may be realistic 
but it cannot be good for national 
morale. From a listener's, or reader's, 
point of view’ there is nothing, more 
deadly 1han having to sit through 
endless regurgitations of the currently 
fashionable comments .on what are 
deemed to be the issues of the day. 

I find one of the great hazards of 
communicaling with the public js the 
cxistence of certain taboo subjects. We 
pride ourselves on having freedom of 
spcech and it is true theoretically, but I 
consider it very unwise to take this too 
literally. We pride ourselves on having 
got rid of what are called Victorian 
taboos but all that means in practice is 
that some people can indulge their 
taste for adolescent pornography in 
public without being criticized. In fact 
the taboo is now on the other fool — as 
it were = it iS now the critic of public 
pornography that has lo watch what he 
or, more to the point, what she says. 

The peculiar feature of these taboos 
is that some are only taboos to one 
group of people while they can be 
safely knocked by another. I would like 
1o give some examples but I fear all the 
best oncs are taboo subjects for me. 
Comics and satirical programmes can 
knock everything. or almost cvery- 
thing. I suspect that even their licence 
is limited by some taboos. Conımercial 
radio and television are probably more 
conscious about offending the audi- 
cnce than the BBC. safe. or fairly safe. 
behind its licence money. It is also a 
reasonable belt that indiscreet or 
scurrilous public comments about the 
proprietor or his friends are taboo in 
most media organizations. 

The common denominator of all 
taboos secms t0 be the gencral 
acceptance {hat some institution Or 
doctrine somehow embodies uliimate 
truth and should consequently not be 
questioned. Picasso and the Gleneagles 
.AgrcemenL the Tate Gallery and the 
GLC, council housing and the Health 
Service: anıone unwise enough 1o 
voice serious criticism of institutions 
such as these runs a grave risk of being 
branded a dangerous lunatic. H. C. 
Anderson wrote the definitive treatise 
on sacred cows in a little story about 
Tlic Emperor's Clothes. As he points 
iuL anyone who wanils to make a

They transfer wealth 
from private to public ownership, so 
severing the connection between the 
holding of wealth and the prudent 
use of iL They discourage the 
creative and the industrious from 
exploiting their talents. 

They undermine 1hc atîcmpt to 
found a durable houschold, for the 
benefit of onc’s children. and one’s 
children's children. Hence they 
divorce property from procrealton, 
and cdge us towards a fulure in 
which men will live for the moment 
alone. with no intelligible loyalty 
towards the unborn or the dead. 
Wealth taxes are a sop to envy and 
an insult to success. In short they are 
the modem equivalent of the 
medieval sumptuary laws, whereby 
monarchs attempted to humiliate 
their more creative subjects. 

There is no more vivid example 
of these taxes than the fate of our 
stately houses. and the gradual 
extension of the dead hand of the 
National Trust over 1hese once 
glorious Hving instiituions. I am not 
the only person who groans aloud al 
ıhe news of another nobic pile 
destined to be eternally fossilized 
“for 1he nation's sake" by an 
institution which. while purporting 
10 represent the nation, 1s in truth 
the smooth apologist for the 
injustices of ihe state. For many 
people. when they’ enter these tombs 
from which all traces of life have 
been removed, shudder at ihe 
impious work of the trust. in sO 
unctıuously concealing the life-de- 
stroying taxation upon which it 
feeds. 

Considcr how it happens. After 
centuries of prudcnt housckecping. 
in which a beautiful landmark Its 
maintaincd at no public expense, 
and a collection of minor paintings, 
tapesiries and furniture slowly 
gathered into a singlc place, the final 
crippling demand for death duties 
brings a family to ils knees. I can 
cscape ihc lax only by offering the 
house to "the nation”, aloog with all 
the contents and a sufficient sum for 
maintenance, 

The family may perhaps be 
permiued to residc in some small 
porlion of the muscum, as one 
interesting exhibit among others. 
But it resıdes there as a humiliated 
vassal in ils own ancestral domains. 
In this way there occurs a “gift” 10 
"the nation” of one small part of the 
nation’s life. so thal "the nation” 
can kill il 

The consequcnces are the follow- 
ing. The stale docs nol gain the 
unjust revenuc which it had soughL

There is something endcaringly 
quaint about the way ihc managec- 
ment of public expenditure remains 
fixed in an annual cycle. reaching its 
apogee with the flowering in carly 
spring of the Public Expenditure 
White Paper. I is a tradition still 
rooted in the customs of an agrarian 
cconomy when vou trolted, across l0 
lhe barn about this time of ycar to 
weigh up whether enough sced-corn 
remained lo provide the coming 
scason’s harvesL Il owcs nothing tO 
the realiüies of the longer lead times 
of investment in an industrial 
economy. 

li may be instructive ihercfore to 
overlook ihe forcground debate 
about the precise percentage poinis 
provided for the presenl Year and 
contemplate Lhe broad swecp across 
sevcral years. We can now {ake in a 
wide horizon as last week"s While 
Paper rolls forward ils projections 
for threc years, giving us an insight 
into how the landscape of public 
expenditure will have changed over 
a decade of Thatcherism. 


This longer view reveals dramatic 
changes in contour which are 
stamped with the personality of the 
lady herself, 1 remember that it was 
one of the proudest boasts of the 
Wilson governmenl of the 1960s 
thal, under iL cxpenditurec on 
cducation overtook defence spend- 
ing tor the first lime since the war. 
That achievement stood until Mrs 
Thatcher's first vear in office. when 
cducalion again dropped bchind. By 
1988. defence will have outstripped 
education by £5,000m. 


Similarly. when Mrs Thatcher 
took over, spending on housing was 
ntarly double cxpenditurc on law 
and order. by the end of her second 
term the position will be reversed. 


Neither cducalion nor housing 
can be represenlcd as unnecessary 
Irills. Mrs Thatcher would hasten to 
congratulate those privaie house- 
holds thal made the first priorities of 
ıheir expenditure cducating their 
children and keeping sound the roof 
over their heads. Yet it is prucisely 
in these arcas thal public expendi- 
turc now fails ihe nalion. as 
1housands of qualified young people 
are turncd away from the univer 
sities and nation’s stock of council 
housing moulders into disrepair, 


Nor can HM be pleaded in her 
defence thal it was necessary to chop 
the soft welfare budgets in order to 
spare the axe on cxpenditure on 
those sectors which arc wealth 
crealing.

Il is a 
sobering thought for officers in a 
country which Amnesty Inter- 
national, among others, has consist- 
ently numbered among the world's

Not surprisingly. Salvadoran 
moderates and US officials alike fear 
that a Duarte victory could provoke 
a military coup - a possibility which 
recently a Christian Democrat 
speaker on {he same platform as 
Duarte conccdcd, after a painful 
silence, to bc "highly plausible". 

Ifthe guerrillas, predictably, revile 
d"Aubuisson,. they despise Duarte.

The clections for a Constituent 
Assembly in March 1982 provide 
good reason for the general scepli- 
cism. Then (he majority voted in the 
sincere bclief tbal an clectcd 
government would put an end to the 
war. Even 1oday, most people 
understand that war only in terms of 
direct personal suffering. 

Two ycars of fierce debates in the 
Constituent Assembly have had 
minimal results: the number of left- 
wıng gucrrillas has doubled 1o more 
than 10.000: an alarmed Presidenl 
Rcagan is vastly increasing US 
military aid: and the long-under- 
nourisbed majority have become 
more so. 

„ More than 40.000 people. mostly 
civılians, have been killed in the 
war: one million people, or 20 per 
cent of the population. have fled the 
country: 300.000 are refugecs inside 
it. 

Undaunted. presidential hopefuls 
have becn holding elcction rallies up 
and down the country in the last five 
wecks.

From Miss Aurion Shouard 

Sir. J. Robert Campbell (February 
14) fears that planning controls on 
agricultural operations would im- 
pose uniformity on our countryside. 
Unfortunately, agriculture is already 
imposing uniformity on the country- 
side of a parlicularly distasteful 
character. In the present circum- 
stances. no insirument other than 
planning controls has any prospect 
of preserving whal remains of the 
variety of our rural landscape. 

Mr Carnpbel!'s favoured solution, 
a change ın the terms on which 
agriculture operates. has the appar- 
enl attraclion uf. as he puts il. 
striking at the root of the problem, 
However, 1he scale oo which such an 
approach could feasibly be pursued, 
al least as long as Britain remains a 
member of the European Com- 
munity. would be such as to render 
the strike a mere pinprick. 

It is someıimes glibly asserled, 
nort only by Mr Campbell. that town 
planning has laid our citics waste. In 
fact. development control has saved 
Britain from the urban sprawl that 
has devasled much of North 
America and ensured {he survival of 
tens of thousands of historic 
buildings 1hat would otherwise have 
disappeared. And it is wiih develop- 
meni control (green belts. listed 
buildings. conservation areas and so 
fonih) that the comparison is 
relevant, not with the redevelop- 
ment schemes {hat many view with 
underslandable regreL. 

A1 present. the shape of our 
landscape is primarily delermined 
by the 0.5 per cent of our population 
who are farmers. A planning system 
would provide the community as a 
whole with the opportunity to strike 
the balance i1 saw fit between the 
legitimate needs of our farmcrs and 
the no lcss legitimate nccds of the 
rest ofthe people.

Maintaining order 
within the law 


From Afr Paul Sicghart 
Sir, As the Police and Criminal 
Evidence Bill is being scruiinised, 
clause by clause. in tts House of 
Commons committee, iwo 1lhings 
are becoming citar. 

The first is that, when it is passed, 
it will for the first time provide a 
comprehensive code of police 
powers throughout England and 
Wales, selling out precisely what a 
polıce officer may or may not 
lawfully do when he is investigating 
a crime. Juslice greatly welcomes 
this: we have pressed for it for many 


years. 

But it is also becoming clear that 
the Bill contains no effective 
sanction to ensure that this new 
code will ir fact be obeyed. {f a 
police officer breaks il, it is 
unrealistic to expect that the injured 
citizen will prosecute him im a 
criminal court or sue him ir a civil 
ont: few can afford ıhe time and 
persistence and fewer still will wish 
lo run the risk of incurring police 
animosity, whether they win or lose. 

Nor will they be reassured by the 
possibility that such a breach might 
alfract internal discıplinary aclion 
within the police force, 

There Is only one ceifeclive 
sanction to deter breaches of such a 
code: a powcr in the court to exclude 
evidence ohtained unlawfully - that 
is, in breach of the rules which the 
code lays down — uficre that is what 
the interests of justice require in the 
circumstances Of the particular case. 

Such a power may alrcady exist at 
common law, but if il does it is not 
widely known. Justice therefore 
regards it as essential that it should 
be clearly sıated in the Bilt itself, 

If 1 were, that would greatly heip 
to maintain public contidence in the 
police. by reinforcing the consislent 
policy of chief constables, so 
recenlly reaffirmed by Sir Kenneth 
Newman, of requiring their officers 
10 operalc strictly within the law of 
the land.

In 1972 1hc report of an advisory 
group which had been set up by ihe 
DHSS to enquire into the Use of 
Fetuses and Fetal Afatcrial for 
Research (HMSO.

Limit for abortions 


From Afr P. J. 4rmon and others 
Sir. We. the undersigned. note your 
report. "Doctors may back moves 1o 
cut legal limit for aborlions to 24 
weeks” (January 17) and welcome 
Lord Robertson's letter (January 19; 
poinıing out thal under the Abortion 
AceL 1967. and the Infant Life 
(Preservation) Act. 1929, aborlion is 
illegal at any time after the child is 
capable of bcing bom alive. The 
preseni law has not been enforced. 

We agrec 1ihat °85 weeks of 
pregnancy a5 proof that a child is 
“capable of being bom alive” no 
ionger makes sense, but we are 
surprised that some paediatricians 
and obstetricians seem t0 be 
repeating the same error in commit 
ting themselves to 24 weeks. 

ihe Dail Telegraph on Novem- 
ber 29, 1983, reported Guys 
Hospital as currently nursing a baby 
of 23% weeks. At the time the Corrie 
Bill was debated in Parliament, a 
baby born ai 23 wecks’ gestation 
(witî pregnancy confirmed 
ulirasound ir the early wecks) 
survived for six weeks.

Any discussion of such a 
sequence of events is hypotheli- 
cal: there aré scanty precedents. 
Yet Mr Jenkin would be unwise 
to do nothing at all and mcreiy 
await the court's actions. Some 
sort of statement spelling out the 
consequences of disobeying the 
law is necessary now, if only to 
educale the employees of Liver- 
pool council about their precari 
ous position {as creditors of a 
defaulting council, they stand 
towards 1he back of the queue). 
Mr Jenkin has a wider duty, too. 
Noises from Livcrpoo! poli- 
ticians have, without doubt, sent 
unpleasant shivers through the 
market for local government 
loans; Mr Jenkin should not be 
wholly convinced by the emolli- 
ent phrases he may have heard 
from the Treasury and 1he Bank 
of England. Neither Liverpool 
nor any other council can go 
bankrupt and there should be no 
loose talk to that effect, However 
the status of the Public Works 
Loan Board needs clarifying, as 
do arrangements for repaymenis 
of interest in the evenl of a 
technical default by a council. 


More imporlantly, he should 
immediately set in hand revision 
of those sections of the Rates Bill 
which refer {to payments and 
borrowing by rate-capped coun- 
cils, If the likely — but still wholly 
unnecessary —~ {rain of evenls 
geis under way and pits Liver- 
poo! council against the law, the 
consequences for the entire rate- 
capping plan should be minutely 
observed. 


The plight of Liverpool is not so 
extreme that it justifies the 
blanket refusal of he council 1o 
make any moves towards mecl- 
ing 8 target which no other urban 
Labour council has refuscd to 
contemplate, 


It would be casy to call on Mr 
Jenkin sternly to uphold the law 
and call these would-be rebels to 
account. Easy. but unavailing. 
The law affecting local govern-= 
ment finance is neither simple 
nor well-tested. The next few 
wecks in Liverpool. as the 
deadline nears for setting a rate 
for 1984-85. could provide Mr 
Jenkin with a useful dry run for 
some of the problems. legal and 
political. that wil] inevitably 
attend the first year’s operation 
of the Rates Bill lhat is currently 
before the House of Commons. 
The process of making a lega! 
rate is hedged about with checks 
and balances: Mr Jenkin would 
be justified in standing back and 
leaming from cvents. 


The 1967 General Rate Acı 
says Liverpool has t0 make a 
rate thal wIll pay for that part of 
its spending not met by granls 
and charges: Liverpool's plan to 
make a rate for, say, £216 
million but budget to spend £250 
million would be illegal. Various 
kinds of action might follow: the 
cily treasurer would have a duly 
(in his capacity as trustce of the 
rate fund) which might lead him 
10 refuse to levy the rate: the 
district auditor might auiomaii- 
cally slep in or the Secretary of 
State for the Environment might 
order an extraordinary audil A 
High Court action might quickly 
follow requiring the councillors 
to make a different rate. If they 
refused. normal processes Of 
committal for conlempt might 
follow .... In other words, there 
are a series of legal hurdles yet lo 


1ı suits Mr Hatton and fellow 
councillors in Liverpool 1o talk 
up the threai of direct inter- 
vention from Whitehall in the 
city's financial affairs. Jn the 
eschatology of the extreme left, 
few martyrdoms beckon as 
strongly as extinction at the 
hands of a central government 
commisstoner. l1 seems that any 
suicide weapon will do. even a 
once-greal City’s annual budget, 
affecting residents and municipal 
employees both. The campaign 
is not just local. The Liverpool 
councillors are trying to jolk 
olher sections of the Labour 
Party (which has so far shown a 
vommendable reluctance 10 
endorse the Liverpool plan for 
deficit budgeting). The rhetoric 
should be noted in London. but 
at this stage that is all, Liverpool 
ıs, still some way off the fiscal 
crisis some councillors secm 
anxious to foment. MH is a 
moment for Mr Jenkin to show 
his famous phlegm. 

At the district council elec- 
tions last May. Liverpudlians 
did appear to vote for a stronger 
local administration than had 
heen possible under the Libcral- 
led coalition. Such a strong 
Labour administration might 
have garnered some sympathy 
for trying 10 maintain or even 
increase municipal employment 
in a cily wracked by unemploy- 
ment — even at {he cost of 
breaching spending limits. There 
might indeed have bcen a case, 
in the light of Mr Jenkins suill- 
generous programme for the 
inner cities. for some flexibility 
on the Government's part over 
the “target” allotted Liverpool 
for the approaching financial 
year. But there is no evidence 
that Liverpudlians voted know- 
ingly for the intransigent Afili- 
tant ticket which several of the 
Labour group seem to carry.

friends. Clandestine publications 
flourish along with other chan- 
nels of unofficial information. 
Speech is relatively free and 
defiance open. Friction is com- 
mon in factories. When workers 
at the Warsaw stcel works had 
lhe chance to elect a “self- 
management" body they over- 
i rejected pany 
members and chose the whole of 
the old Solidarity leadership.

Warsaw has rightly been left off 
the itinerary of lravelling West 
crn statesmen since ihe impo- 
sition of martial law more than 
two vears ago. The feeling has 
been that it would be wrong to 
offend the Polish pcople by 
conferring the favour of a formal 
visit on a regime which they still 
regard with dcep hostility. Poli- 
ıicıans have gone but not heads 
of state or government. Only the 
Pope could justly claim exemp- 
tion to visit his countrymen, his 
flock and his Church. 

He is now followed by Mr 
Perez de Cuellar, Secretary- 
General of ihe United Nations. 
He too can claim good reasons. 
He represents not the Western 
world but an international orga- 
nization 1o which East and West 
belong. It is his duty to visit 
member states; he cannot afford 
10 discriminate. He is also 
visiting Czechoslovakia, Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria. having pre- 
viously visited Romania and 
East Germany. His visit confers 
no special favour, and is not a 
mark of approval. 

What can legitimately be 
asked of him is that he do his 
besl to uphold the principles and 
ideals of the United Nations. 
This Mr de Cuellar has done. In 
Warsaw he spoke with refreshing 
candour on human righls, not 
mentioning Poland directly but

The Royal College had better 
make up ils mind to it that we 
are not going to. get much 
cleverer. If the problem — which 
must involve the waste of a 
significant fraction of the 
£1.400m that the NHS spends on 
drugs cach year ~ iS to be 
reduced. then the main agent 
will have to be greater lact and 
cunnig among the professionals 
who persuade us to take our 
medicine. But accountancy has 
its limitations in this area. 
Sometimes drugs are prescribed 
when only marginally necessary, 
to reassure the patient that his 
troubles are taken seriously {in 
which case they may serve their 
purpose wi1hout ever İeaving the 
bottle). But sometimes courses 


are kept up by the doctor out of 


habit. and cause side-effects 
when new drugs are combined 
with them. Manufacturers are 
sometimes not as vigilant as they 
should be in looking out for ways 
in which old people may be 
especially susceptible to side 
effects of new drugs. Sometimes. 
especially in overstaffed old 
peoples homes, heavy medi- 
cation is used more or Jess 
frankly as a means of keeping the 
troublesome quiet. 

The struggle to improve mat- 
ters in this area is a never-ending 
one. But it is unrealistic 1o 
imagine that the whole untidy 
business can ever be made lidy, 
with side-effects eliminated, 
waste abolished, muddle ban- 
ished. We could cope with it all 
perfectly if we were only firin; 
or all cylinders again: but then tf 
we were, we would'nt touch the 
stuff to save our lives.

operations. Such operations are fnanced from the Bank's ordinary capital 
resources, which consist primarily of its subscribed capital stock, the 
procceds of borrowings and funds derived from ordinary operations. Up to 
31st December, 1983, the largest borrowers from the Bank in its ordinary 
operations, accounting for %6 per cenL in aggregale amount of all approved 
ordinary operations loans, were Indonesia (24 per cent.), the Republic of 
Korea (19 per cent.), the Philippines (19 per cent), Thailand (14 per cent.), 
Malaysia (10 per cent.), Pakistan (8 per cent.) and Singapore (2 per cent).

CAPITAL STOCK 


Under the Charter, the capital stock of the Bank and the subscriptions of 
members are expressed in terms of the United Sıates dollar of the weight 
and fineness in effect on 31st January, 1966 (lhe “1966 dollar"). Until 31st 
March, 1978, tlc 1966 dollar was translated by the Bank into current 
United Şuates dollars on the basis of the par value of he Uniled States 
dollar notified to the [International Monetary Fund (the “IMF"). On that 
basis, the 1966 dollar equalled $1.20635 as at 3Ist March, 1978. On Ist 
April, 1978, amendments to the IMF's Articles of Agreement were brought 
into force as a result of which currencies no longer have par values, gold was 
abolished as a common denominator of the monetary system and all 
calculations for purposes of the IMF's Articles of Agreement are made on 
the basis of the Special Drawing Right (the SDR"), 


The Bank is considering the cfTect of the amendments to the IMF's Articles 
of Agreement on the denomination and valuation of the Bank's capital stock 
and the righils and obligations of members with respect thereto. Pending a 
decision on these matters, [he Bank has been preparing its financial 
slalements by valuing its share capital on the basis of a substitution of 
1 SDR for cach 1966 dollar, expressing the amount of its capital stock and 
subscriptions in curreut dollars on the basis of the SDR/dollar conversion 
rate published by the IMF from time to time, As at 3Ist December, 1983,

The Inland Revenue have confirmed that, 
if legislation should be enacted in the farm of the draft legislation, the 
United Kingdom tax position on a redemption or disposal of the Stock will 
remain as outlined in the preceding paragraph.

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THE CHARTER 


The Charter is lhe Bank's governing constitution. It establishes the status, 
immunities, exemptions and privileges of lho Bank; describes ils purposes, 
capital structure and orgapisation; authorises the operations in wlich the 
Bank may engage; and prescribes linitations on the carrying on of those 
operations. The Charter also contains, among other things, provisions with 
respect to the admission of additional members, increases of {he authorised 
capital stock, lhe terms and conditions under which the Bank may make or 
guarantee loans, the usc of currencies held by it. ihe withdrawal and 
suspension of members, and the .suspensioc and terrmrinalionı of the Banks 
operations. 

Under the Charter, membership of the Bank is open to (7) members and 
associate members ol the United Nations Economic Commission for Asia 
apd the Far East (now called the United Nations Economic and Social 
Commission for Asia and the Pacific); and (ii) other regional countries and 
non-regional developed countries which are members of the United Nations 
or of any of its specialised agencies. Within the foregoing limitations, new 
members may be admitted upon {he vote of two thirds of the total number 
of Governors represenling nol less thar three quarters of the total voting 
power of the members. The Charler provides tbat no rew membership 
subscription shall be aulhorised which would have the cffect of reducing the 
percenlage of capital stock held by regional members below 60 per cent. of 
the total subscribed capital stock. Although any member may withdraw 
from lhe Bank by delivering written notice, any such member remains liable 
for ali direct and contingent obligations to the Bank to which it was subject 
at the date of delivery of such noıice. No member has wilhdrawn from the 
Bank since its establishment. 

The Charter may be amended only by resolution of the Board of Governors 
approved by a two thirds majority of the tual number of Governors 
representing not less than three quarters of the total voting power of the 
members. The unanimous agreement of the Board of Governors is required 
for lhe approval of any amendments modifying the right to withdraw [rom 
the Bank. the pre-emptive righls to purchase capital stock or the limitation 
on liability of members. The Charter provides 1hat any question of 
interpretation of ils provisions arising between any member and the Bank or 
between the Bank's members shall be submitted lo the Board of Directors 
for decision. Such decision may then be submiued to the Board of 
Governors, whose decision shall be final. 


LEGAL STATUS 

The Charter contains provisions which accord to the Bank legal status and 
certain immunities and privileges in the territories of each of its members. 
The following is a summary of lhe more important of these provisions:— 
The Bank has ful! juridical personality wiih capacity to contract. to acquvîre 
and dispose of immovable and movable property and to institute Icgal 
proceedings. It is immune from every form of legal process, except in cases 
arising oul of or in connection with the exercise Of its powers to borrow 
money, to guarantec obligations, or Lo buy and sell or underwrite the sale of 
securities, In which cases actions may be brought against the Bank in a court 
of competent jurisdiction in the territory of a country in which it has its 
principal or a branch office, has appointed an agent for accepting service or 
notice of process, or has issued or guaranteed securilies. No action against 
the Bank may be brought by its members or persons acting for or deriving 
claims from its members. 

The Governors, Altemale Govemors, Directors, Alternate Directors, 
officers and employees of the Bank, including experts performing missions 
for il, are immune from legal process for acts performed by them in their 
official capacities, except when the Bank waives such inmunity. 

The properly and assets of the Bank are immune from all forms of seîzure, 
attachment or execution before the delivery of final judgment against it. 
Such properly and assets are also immune from search, requisilion, 
confiscation, expropriation or any other form of taking or foreclosure by 
execulive or legislative action. The archives of the Bank are inviolable. 


The Bank and its assets, property. income and its operations and {rans- 
actions are exempt from all taxation ard from all customs duties. The Bank 
is also exempt from any obligation for lhe payment, withktolding or 
collection of any Lax or duty. 
No tax of any kind shall be levied on any obligalion or security issued by the 
Bank, including any dividend or interest thereon, by whomsoever held: 
(a) which discriminates against such obligation or security solely 
because il is issued by the Bank; or 
(b) if tbe sole jurisdictional basis for such taxation is the place or 


currency in which it is issued, nade payable or paid, or the location 
of any office or place of business maintained by the Bank.

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ADMINISTRATION 


The Charter provides that {he Bank shall have a Board of Governors, a 
Baard of Directors, a President, one or more Vice-Presidents and such other 
officers and staff a5 may be considered necessary. 

All powers of the Bauk are vested iu lhe Board of Gavernors which consists 
of one Governor and anc Alternate Governor appointed by each member 
country. Each Governor or in his absence, his Alternaie, exercises the voting 
power lo which the member country is emilled. The Board of Governors 
holds 2a anual meeting and such ather meelings as may be provided for by 
the Board of Governors or called by the Board of Directors. 

The responsibility for 1be direction of the general operations of 1he Bank 
rests wilh the Board of Directors, lhe members of which serve full time at 
the Bank's principal office. The Board of Directors has 12 members of whom 
eight are elected by lhe Governors representing regional members and four 
are elected by !ıhe Governors represerting non-regiona! members. The 
Board of Governors has delegated 1o ı1he Board of Directors all its powers 
except those where dclegation is expressly Torbidden by the Charter. Each 
Director is cntitied to cast the number of votes that counted towards his 
election, which votes peed not be cast as a uniL Directors hold office for a 
term of two years and may be reelected. Each Director appoints an 
Allernate Director to act for him in his absence. 

Matters before ihe Board of Governors or the Board of Direclors are 
decided by a majority of lhe total voting power ol the members represented 
at lhe meeting, except in certain cases provided in the Charter in which a 
higher percentage is required. 

The Presidenl, who must be a national of a regional member country, is 
elected by the Board of Governors. His term of office is five years, and he 
may be re-eiecicd. The President is the Chzirmar of the Board of Directors 
but has no vote except 3 deciding vote in lhe case of an equal division. The 
President, while holding, office, may not be a Governor or a Director or an 
Alternate for either. The President is the Icgal representative of lhe Bank. 
Under the direction of the Board of Directors, he conducts the current 
business of the Bank and is its chief of staff. He fs responsible for the 
organisation, appoirtmemM and dismissal of the officers and staff in 
accordance wilh regulations adopted by the Board of Directors. 

The Vice-Presidents are appointed by the Board of Directors on the 
recommendation of the President. Each Vice-President holds office for such 
term, exercises such authority, and performs such functions in the 
administration of the Bank as may be determined by the Board of Directors. 
In tie absence or incapacity of the President, ihe ranking Vice-President 
exercises the authority and performs the functions of tbe President.

Asian Development Fond 

The Asian Development Fund (the “ADF” is the Speciai Fund for 
financing special operations loans on concessional terms. H is the current 
policy of the Bank to extend ADF loans only to those developing member 
countries having a low per capita GNP and limited external debt repayment 
capacity in comparison with other developing member countries. ADF loans 
bear only a service charge of i per cent. per annum on outstanding amounts 
and require repayment over a 40-year period (inchıding 10 years of grace 
with respect 1o principal repayments) with the exceplion of certain loans 
extended to enhance existing production facilities in high priority sectors 
which are repayable over a 25-ycar period (including cight years of grace 
with respect to principal repaymenls). 

As at 31st December, 1983, ihe aggregate resources of the ADF committed 
to ADF loans and available for loan commitments amounted Lo 54.207.3 
million, consisting of $4,000] million contributed by member countries, 
549. jon set aside by the Board of Governors Irom ordisary resources, 
$152.3 million of accumulaled income (net of $19.3 million of accumulated 
translation adjustments) and $5.1 million of olher resources. 


TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE ٤ 2 

The Bank is authorised to meet requests Irom member countries for technica] 
assistance in such fields as lhe preparation and evaluation of specific 
development projects, the preparation and execution of development plans 
and the creation of new institutions and the strenglhening of existing 
imtitutions serving agricullore, industry and public administralion. 
Recipients of technical assistance may be governments or any of the other 
entities authorised to receive Bank loans. The technical assistance exlended 
by the Bank may be cither on a grant or a loaîi basis, ` 

The Charter limits the fands which may be drawn upon to provide technical 
assistance on a grant basis to the amount of the Bank's net income from 
ordirary operations plus any Special ‘Funds resources {including net income 
from special operations) available for such purposes, 

As at 31st December, 1983, the Bank had received from its members 3 total 
of 563.1 million in contributions and commitments for contributions to ils 
Technical Assistance Special Fund. As at that date, technical assistance 
grants in a total amount of $44.3 million had been financed from the 
Technical Assistance Special Fund while lhe cumulative amount of such 
grants financed from the Bank's net income was $14.1 million. Total 
technical assistance approved by the Bank until that date amounted 1o 
approximately 5147.3 million, including amounts administered by ihe Bank 
on behalf of olher entities. Such assistance has been approved for 26 of the 
Bank's developing member countrics and for certain regional activities. 


RELATIONS WITH OTHER DEVELOPMENT ORGANISATIONS 
AND CO-FINANCING. 

The Bank maintains ciose relalioas with other international development 
organisations and acts as administrator for, or has made joint financing 
arrangermenis with, several multilateral and bilateral development agencies 
in correction with a number of projecis in the region. The Bank has also 
been joined by commercial banks in co-financing, several projects in thc 
region, and expects to promole increased commercial co-financing. 


BORROWING AND LIQUIDITY POLICIES AND 
INVESTMENT PRACTICES 


The Charter authorises the Bank 1o supplement its ordinary capital 
resources by raising funds through borrowings in member couuries or 
elsewhere. Under the Charter, the Bank must obtain the approval of the 
country in which the Bank's obligations are lo be sold, as well as of any 
member country in whose currency such obligations are to be denominated, 
and 1he Bank must also obtain the approval of such countries thai the 
proceeds of such borrowings may be exchanged for the currency of any 
member without resiriction. The Charter also requires the Bank, before 
determinîng to sell its obligations in a particular country. to consider the 
amount of previous borrowings in that country and the amount of previous 
borrowings and (he availability of funds in other countries, adhering to the 
general principle that its borrowings should be diversified as to country of 
borrowing. Proceeds of borrowings are loaned or invested in the same 
currencies in whicb they are borrowed so that the Bank does not maintain ã 
currency position whereby it could realise a gain or a loss on exchange. 

The Bank has previously borrowed in the capital markets of Austria, 
Belgium, the Federal Republic of Germany, Italy, Japan, Kuwait, Luxem- 
bourg, the Netherlands, Saudi Arabia, Switzerland, the United Arab 
Emirates and the United States as well as in international capital markets 
and from certain governments and central banks of member countries. The 
Bank expects to contimue to raise funtis for its ordinary operations through 
the issae and sale of debt obligations in national and international markets, 
as conditions permit. 

The average life of the Bank's oulstanding borrowings at lhe end of each of 
the four years ended 31st December, 1983 was 5.78 years, 7.03 years, 7.41 
years and 7.72 years respeclively. As at 31st December, 1983, the maturity 
structure of the Bank's oulstanding borrowings was as follows:—

POLICY ON TOTAL BORROWING 

Jt is the Bank’s present policy not to enter into any new borrowing ar 
guarantee chargeable 1o ils ordinary capital resources if such borrowing or 
guarantee, when added to the outstanding borrowings and guarantees, 
would exceed the amount of the callable çapital stock subscribed by lhe 
members whase currencies are convertibie. These members, whose aggre- 
gate subscription to the callable capital was $6.640.6 million as at 
3isl December. 1983. currently include: Australia, Austria. Belgium, 
Canada, Cook Islands, Denmark, Fiji, Fînland, France, the Federal 
Republic of Germany. Hong Kong, aly, Japan, Kiribati, Malzysia, the 
Netherlands, New Zcaland, Norway, Papua New Guiuea, Singapore, 
Solomon Islands, Sweden, Switzerland, {he United Kingdom and tho 
United States. As at 3lsı December, 1983, the aggregate of outsianding 
borrowings of the Bank was $3,428.6 oillion, representing 52 per cent. of 
such callable co pital. 


LIQUIDITY POLICY AND INVESTMENT PRACTICES 

The Bank's current liquidity policy calls for the planned liquidity of the 
Bank at the end of each year to be equivalent to 40 per cent. of the 
undisbursed loan balances at the end of that year. The Bank's cash 
(unrestricted), investments and Special Reserve Fund assels from ils 
ardinary capital resources amounled to about $2,303 million at 
31st December, 1983. 


The Bank's investment activities are restricted in several ways. Ht is the 
Bank's policy to nake investments in Lbe same currencies in which funds are 
received. The Board of Directors of lhe Bank has prescribed irrvestment 
guidelines for the Bank which, subject io specific restrictions, limit the 
Bank's investments to {i} obligations issued or guaranteed by the govern- 
ments of member countries or by governmental agencies thereof, (ii) time 
deposits and other unconditional obligations of banks and 

ınonetary agencies in member counties, and {iii} obligations issued by 
specified mulillaterai development banks. Under the current investment 
guidelines, the Bank's investments are limited to maximum maturities of 
five years and three months fram the date of purchase, with lhe exception 
ıhat up 10-20 per cent. of such investments may be made for maturities of Up 
to 10 years from the date of purchase. . 

Within these ftstrictions, ibe Bank maintains investment practices designed 
to generate a favourable retura while mairtaining emphasis on security and 
1iquidity. Returns on investments are subject to changes in market

The Bank's loans cover only portions of the total costs of the projects it 
finances, including in certain cases interest and other charges incurred 
during construction. Projects directly financed by the Bank froro’ ils 
ordinary Capital! resources with loans approved up to 31st December, 1983, 
were estimaled, at lhe time of their respective approvals, to have a total 
aggregate cost of approximately 518,169.6 million, of which approximately 
40 per cent. was to be financed by the Bank. In addition, the Bank has made 
loans through national development banks for projects for which substantial 
local resources must also be made available. 


‘The maturities of (he loans extended by the Bank from its ordinary capital 
resources range belween 10 and 30 years, including grace periods wiih 
respect to the repayment of principal ranging belween {wo and seven years. 
The average life of loans conmitled at 31st December, 1983 was 11.22 
years.

Loan Charges, Special Reserve and i on Average Earuîng Assets 

In its ordinary operations, the Bank" policy is periodically to set interest 
rates at levels which broadly reflect lh cost of its borrowings, administrative 
expenses and ils longterm incorne policies. Interest is charged only from the 
time of disbursement and remains at 4 fixed rate throughout the life of each 
loan. The Bank's ordinary operathns lending faite has varied from 
6 per cent. to 11 per cent. The rale is rfviewed at least annually by the Board 
of Directors. Orn 9h June, 1983, 1h Board of Directors approved a new 
lending rale of 10% per cent. applicafle to all Joans approved from Ist July, 
1983. 

‘The Bank charges a commission on firect loans made or participaicd im as 
part of ils i operations. The mmission is charged on the amount of 
each loan outstanding and must be jt a rate of not less lhan | per cent. per 
annum, unless the Barık decides to rkduce this rate by a vote of two thirds of 
1he members representing not less [han three quarters of the total voting 
power of the members. Currentlf. the Jending rate charged on loans 
ineludes a commission al Lhe rale oj 1 per cenl. per annum. The commission 
is credited to a Special Reserve ffr meeting liabilities of Lhe Bank on its 
borrowings. As at 31st Deccmberj1983, the Special Reserve amounted to 
$151.3 million. 

In addition to interest and comission, a commitment charge, currently 
0.15 per cent. per annurn, is levied hn the updisbursed portion of ions.

“Unlike the inventor of 
Rubik's Cube, however, the 
people who devised Chinese 
«Juggler will be paid royalties 
for their efforts". 

Chinese Juggler was devised 
by Ivan Balazs, a 40-year-old 
mathematician. and Emese 
Rovmi, a 28-year-old artist. The 
music was composed by Ivan's 
brather Oscar, 48, who is & 
professor of music in Budapest. 

In this sense, the Hungarians 
are following the current trend 
in the development of computer 
rames. The days of schoolboys 
making fortunes out of games 
they have devised on their 
machines a home are fast 
disappearing.

( WHATS A WORD PROCESSOR? 
Russell Jones explains 1 


OF all the many uses to which 
computers have been put during 
ihe last ten years one of the 
most widespread within both 
commercial data processing 
installations and in the home. is 
that of word processing 

What exactly is word proces- 
sing? In essence. it is the 
employment of a cornputer 
based system to carry out all of 
the tasks - and many more — 
that were formerly underlaken 
using a typewriler. The actual 
implementation may vary from 
a small system based upon a 
home computer cosling well 
under a thousand pounds. to a

Between 
September 14 and December 29 
last year ninc Test matches were 
played in India, three by 
Pakistan and six by West 
„Indies. Five vears ago every 
day's play would have been a 
gcll-out. Now hardly any were, 
even in such places as Jullunder 
and Ahmedabad where Test 
cricket is seldom seen. Yet a 
one-day gamc, beginning at tea- 
nime, signifying nothing and 
played in artificial conditions, 
.was a bonanza. 

It looks as though something 
similar is happening in New 
Zcaland. When England were 
there a vear ago, for three 
‘one-day games. large crowds 
.watched them. The same thing 
'is happening there again. Yet in 
.Ihe Test matches. as often as 
nol. the terraces were almost 
deserlcd ~ or so it scemed on 
‘television. 

To what exfent is it wisc to 
indulge this craze for the crash 
‘and slog of one-day cricket? The
